It is 
said, ho^vever, that the only formal de- 
cision of the confrence was to aid in 
every yiossiblo v.ay th<- moVc tn take 
the treaty up ami expedite its rati- 
fication. 

Senator Hitchcock took the Ictt'^': 
with him today into a Democratic con- 
ference called to consider plans for 
getting the ti'eaty back on the Seiuit(> 
floor. It is understood the I'residcnt'.s 
lietter endorsed the minority leader's 
stand on the treaty.

Dr. Charles Upson Clark, who 
lectures at the Normal auditorium 
Tuesd:iy and Wednesday nights, is 
said to be one of the really great 
lecturers produced by the war.

AND IS NOT DIFFICULT OF INSTALLATION

Many ^ood and ofRrfcnt automobile 
locks have been called tnto existence 
by the epidemic o* atrtoinobile thefts, 
anrl tlere is^now no excijso for leav 
ins a cat" unprotootod. Tlie locks In 
gonora! use are of several classoj;, 
each presenting its own advantages 
and op'en to its own objections. Elec- 
trical locks for merely breaking the 
ignition circuit were the first on t!ie 
scene, and are still used to some ox- 
tent, although , no expert asutomobile 
thief woulU be deiaj^ by 'them for 
more than a few seconds, as he would 
*:lmp]y connect around the "lock" with 
a wire leading directly froniithe bat- 
tery to the Igniter. 

Complicated Locks. 

Gasoline-lfne locks are useful, but 
somewhat complicated In their in- 
stallation, and introduce theiquestion- 
able element of additional opportun- 
ity for gasoline leakage. Probably 
the favorite method is a purely me- 
chanical lock, on the steertnsr g«ir,.the 
starting crank, or some other essen- 
tial part of the mechanism. 

While all of these locks may be re- 
lied upon to prevent or at least delay 
considerably the wotrk of the ^thlef,

few, If any, of thorn, are of any assLst- 
ance to the police In capturing the 
woujd-be thief.

The offoct of the contrivance Is that, 
when a thief enters the car and takes

after the thief leaves his seat and 
seeks safety from tlje police or citi- 
zens who are sure to he attracted I).v 
the noLse of tlie bell. The bell will 
continue to ring until the owner re- 
turns to the car, or until somebotly 
flnds the 'hidden control switch ana 
turns it off. Of course, if the tliief is 
ingenious enough to find this switch 
at once, he can turn oft" tlie alarm him- 
self, but there is small chance of a 
thiet working very long ardhhd a car 
to tiie accoiupanimait of a liiudly 
clanging bell. 

Diagram Explains. 
The various parts of the circuit and 
their connection are shotvii Iii thfe dia- 
gram. The materials needed are : One 
or mere small switclies to be con- 
cealed as well as possible' within 
reach of the driver ; a good, lodd elec- 
tric bell; a relay, or circuit breaker, 
such as is used on nearly all modern 
automobiles to connect the generator 
to th(B battery when the pit»per speed 
is reached; some resistance wire, 
large enough to carry several amperes 
of current and some pieces of wood 
•and spring, brass to make the seal 
switch. As wni be noted in the cir- 
cuit diagram when the concealed 
switch Vs closed and the seat switd 
Is closed, the circuit through the bell 
is established, and, at the same time, 
the circuit through the circuit-breaker 
switch, so that, even though the 
latter Is open, the bell continues 
t6 ring. The resistance coll wouM 
not be necessai7 if the (flrcult through 
the bell was . continu'oti& Since, how- 
ever. It Is liiterrupted at eacn ta^ of 
the bell,' the coll is necessary la o'rdei- 
to maintain a sufficient current 
through the circuit breaker to ke^p it 
from permitting the shunt circuit 
across the, seat switch to open, thus 
stopping the alarin. The only' way the 
alarm can be stopijod is by breaking 
file main circuit, either at the ' c-on- 
cealed switch or at sbUe other p'obit~ 
If properly wired thIS' cannot be done 
by a stranger without spending con- 
siderable time, which, under the cir- 
cumstances. Is out of the question tor 
a thief, at least in a city or town. —

THINKS BIG SUM WILL 
BE HAD FOR ROADS 



$75,000,000 Plitti Before Legisla- 
ture May Go Thro' Says 
Jackson R^HMentativte 

The great sum of $75,000,000 
will be made available for build- 
ing of good" road's- in Kentucky, 
if plans l)efore the present legis- 
lature are carried out, said H. N. 
Dean, Representative from Jack- 
son county in the House, who 
spent Friday night with Wm. 
Mansfield, and went on Saturday 
to visit relatives at P.crea Air. 
Dean came from Frankfort dur- 
ing the wefek-end recess. He 
says that the larger portion of the 
sum that will be needed to give 
Kentucky a real system of good 
roads will be raised from the 
proposed 50c a gallon tax on 
whiskey. This tax will be jjai i 
when the federal government 
takes over the whiskey he said, 
as it is sure to do. He says fur-^ 
ther that a largely increased 
horse-power tax on altomobiles 
will probably be levied to help 
out the road fund, and then a 
tax on the acreage of each farm 
along the good roads. 

Although he lives back in 
Jackson coimty where there are 
mighty few roads of any sort. 
Mr. Dean is an enthusiastic good 
roads man.
